SAC to do survey on shorts rule 


Honor Council 
remains open 
to compromise

BYU administrators say that they 
are frustrated by the frequent viola- 
tions of the shorts standard and that 
the issue needs to be addressed, said 
Jonathan Kau, an adviser to the Honor 
Code Council and an employee of 
Student Leadership and Development. 

“They want students to respond,” he 
said. 

The President’s Committee and the 
Honor Code Advisory Council voted 
unanimously Nov. 6 to ban shorts on 
campus, however they agreed to let 
the Student Advisory Council take its 
own vote and try its own method of 
enforcement. They don’t want to be 
totalitarian and ban shorts completely, 
but they want it to be enforced, 
sources said. 

“If SAC can really create a sound 
proposal, I think it will be listened 
to,” Kau said. 

Kau rephrased what President Rex 
E. Lee said in his last question-and- 
answer period on Thursday. 

“The .Honor Code has become 
almost synonymous with shorts,” Kau 
said. “It’s more obvious when some-

one breaks that rule.” 

Alton Wade, vice president over 
Student Life, said last week that the 
current focus is on shorts because it 
has become such a huge issue that 
other, more serious standards of the 
Honor Code are not getting enough 
attention. 4 

Wade said the Honor Code is what 
makes BYU unique from the rest of 
the world. If students don’t conform 
to the standards, then BYU is just like 
the rest of schools, he said. 

“We want students to be aware that 
wearing shorts is a privilege,” Kau 
said. “People are seeing it as a right.”

Kau said the Honor Code Council 
receives referrals from various loca- 
tions on campus about students who 
have violated a part of the Honor 
Code. The council calls and usually 
invites the individual to come in and 
discuss the violation or attend a work- 
shop about standards.

in Saudi Arabian building ~

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia — A bomb 
ripped through a building filled with 
American and Saudi military person- 
nel on Monday, tearing off the facade 
and engulfing the wreckage in flames. 
Six people were killed, including five 
Americans. 


At least 60 people were wounded, - 


including more than 30 Americans. It 
was not clear whether the attack was 
aimed at the Saudis, the Americans, 
or both. 

Two groups claimed responsibility 
for the attack, but neither could be 
verified, said Raymond Mabus, U.S. 
ambassador to Saudi Arabia. 

One group is the little-known 
Islamic Change Movement, which 
demanded last spring that Western 
forces leave Saudi Arabia or it would 
“exert all available means to evict 
these forces.” The second group is the 
previously unknown Tigers of the 
Gulf. 

US. officials said some 200 people, 
half of them Americans, were inside 
the building at 11:30 a.m. when the 
bomb detonated. 

The Americans live in the same 
complex, behind the damaged build- 
ing. Their homes were not destroyed, 
but windows were blown out in near- 
by buildings. 

It was unclear whether the explo- 
sives were packed inside a car as 
early reports suggested, and reports of 
a second blast have not been con- 
firmed. Jeff Thomas, U.S. Embassy 
spokesman, said late Monday the 
death toll among Americans had risen 
to five after one of the critically 


injured victims died in the hospital. 
He said a number of Americans were 
listed in critical condition, but he gave 
no specific figures. 

Earlier, a Pentagon official in 
Washington, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said 34 Americans were 
injured and some were taken to hospi- 
tals. 

Another Pentagon official said two 
of the dead Americans were noncom- 
missioned officers in the U.S. Army. 

King Fahd convened his Cabinet, 
which “expressed its condemnation of 
this criminal act, which is foreign to 
our society, beliefs and religion,” the 
Saudi Press Agency reported. 

President Clinton pledged to 
“devote an enormous effort” to bring 
those responsible to justice, calling it 
“a hideous act” of terrorism. A dozen 
FBI agents and evidence specialists 
were being sent to Saudi Arabia to 
help with the investigation. 

Mabus said the blast was caused by 
“an explosive device.” 

“We are outraged by this act,” he 
said. 

The blast occurred outside a mod- 
ern, three-story building that serves as 
the headquarters for a 22-year-old 
U.S. Army program which provides 
American military and civilian advis- 
ers to modernize the Saudi National 
Guard. 

Saudi Arabia, the-world’s biggest oil 
exporter, has been a close ally of the 
United States for decades and the two 
countries have extensive military ties. 
Some Muslim fundamentalists oppose

Agreeing that people probably don’t 
know about the policy, Brent Harker, 
director of public communications, 
said if enforced, the policy would 
help to encourage Devotional atten- 
dance, something BYU President Rex 
E. Lee has emphasized as important. 

Jill Bateman, a sophomore from 
Ephraim, didn’t know that she should 
be getting out of her honors American 
Heritage class at 10:45 a.m. The class 
is in the Maeser Building, “so it’s 
really a problem to get (to the 
Marriott Center),” she said. 

However she added, “(The teacher) 
was really good to let us out early 
when the prophet came.”

Renfroe, a junior from Fayetteville, 
Ariz., has a Doctrine and Covenants 
class that won’t end before 10:50 a.m.

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Police search for Rep. Waldholtz’s husband 


SALT LAKE CITY — Police were looking Monday for the husband of 
Republican Rep. Enid Waldholtz, reported missing while the couple is being 
investigated for possibleicampaign spending violations. 

Joe Waldholtz, 32, was his wife’s campaign treasurer and an unpaid staffer in 
her Washington D.C. office until Saturday when the couple’s lawyers notified 
the U.S. attorney and local authorities he was missing. 

For more than a week, the couple had refused to respond to news reports that 
the FBI is investigating the couple’s financial transactions during the 1994 
campaign. 

The Metropolitan Police Department of the District of Columbia filed a miss- 
ing person report on Joe Waldholtz listing his disappearance around 3:20 p.m. 
Saturday. 

After the disappearance, Enid Waldholtz took steps to remove her husband 
from all of her campaign organizations and her congressional office. She is 
now handling all of her personal accounts. 

Last Thursday, three top aides to Waldholtz resigned, saying it had nothing to 
do with their boss’s problems. 

“Tam very concerned for Enid,” Republican Gov. Mike Leavitt, said Monday. 


USU unboxes 18th century books of lyrics

Library sits one of Utah State University’s newest and best treasures: a collec- 
tion of lyrics. 

Six hundred old and beautiful books containing thousands of ballads and folk 
songs were recently unboxed at the library and added to the university’s special 
collection. The acquisition of the G. Malcolm Laws collection gives Utah State 
University one of the nation’s finest libraries of the common man’s literature, 
university officials say. : 

The ballads, which were printed in the 18th century, are some of the earliest 
literary forms and a record of the most eternal of concerns: love, battles, poli- 
tics, fashion, adultery and betrayal. 


3 Oklahomans charged in bomb plot 


MUSKOGEE, Okla. — A self-proclaimed prophet and three other people are 
accused of plotting to build and use fertilizer bombs. 

Ray Willie Lampley, 65, his wife, Cecilia Lampley, 47, and John Dare Baird, 
53, were charged with conspiracy to manufacture and possess a destructive 
device, Assistant U.S. Attorney Doug Horn said. A fourth person named in the 
complaint, Larry Wayne Crow of New Mexico, has not been arrested. The 
complaint did not specify a hometown. 

Lampley and Crow had discussed blowing up four or five buildings, FBI 
Agent Eric Paris said in the complaint released today. 

“We need to do four or five to create problems for the government,’ Crow 
said in the complaint. “God won’t be mad at us if we drop four or five build- 
ings. He will probably reward us.” 

The case is not connected to the April 19 Oklahoma City bombing. 


TV producers to fight cable-censorship law 


«WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court agreed Monday to hear a free-speech 
‘hallenge by TV producers to a federal law aimed at restricting indecent pro- 
grams on cable television channels leased to local groups. 
{ The court said it will consider arguments that the law and federal rules stem- 
ming from it will lead to censorship in violation of the Constitution’s First 
‘Amendment. 
{ The provisions have not taken effect during the legal challenge by local pro- 
ram producers and viewers. 
The case involves channels that cable companies are required to lease to local 
roups and those set aside for public access. 
: From 1984 until 1992, cable TV systems could not bar indecent programs 
from leased-access and public-access channels. Companies provided lock 
béxes so subscribers could block channels they did not want to see. 
' The government’says indecent programs depict or describe “sexual or excre- 
tory activities or organs in a patently offensive manner.” The material does not 
‘have to meet the legal definition of obscene. 
» Following criticism of certain programs on some leased-access channels, 
Congress voted in 1992 to let cable companies bar indecent material from such 
channels.

Canada heals 
after voting, 
official says

Overall Canada is in good shape, but 
it must now focus on reconciliation 
after the Quebec referendum, said a 
Canadian official at an international 
forum sponsored by the Kennedy 
Center Thursday. 

The referendum, which sought to 
make Quebec a sovereign nation, did 
not hurt Canada’s democracy, trade 
relations or culture, said Robert 
Richard, the Canadian consulate gen- 
eral, in his speech, “Canada: After the 
Quebec Referendum.” 

Quebeckers voted Oct. 30 to remain 
part of Canada by a slim margin of 
50.56 percent to 49.44 percent. 

Caliing the referendum “an emo- 
tional, intense experience,” Richard 
said Canada’s next task will be to 
work on reconciliation within the 
country. 

Quebec is determined to maintain its 
limits on U.S. cultural invasion. 
Policies viewed as protective from 
outsiders are “essential for the sur- 
vival of culture” in Quebec, Richard 
said. 

“They are absolutely essential to our 
identity,” he said. “For Quebeckers 
the collective linguistic and cultural 
rights are something that’s extremely 
important, and it’s fundamental that 
the Québec government have the 
means to ensure ... that this culture 
can survive,” he added. 

One member of the Canadian feder- 
ation wished to separate, and the rest 
of Canada was willing to allow it; this 
is evidence of a strong democracy at 
work in Canada, Richard said. 

“The referendum was really a great 
exercise in democratic government,” 
he said. 

Democracy remained intact and so 
did the economy, he said. 

The Canadian dollar surged from 
72.25 cents to 74.41 cents the day 
after the vote. Interest rates went 
down, and the United States and 
France pledged to continue trade rela- 
tions with Quebec and Canada. 

Richard said trading with the United 
States brings wealth to both sides of 
the border. Each country is dependent 
on the bilateral trade that amasses 
goods and merchandise worth $1 bil- 
lion daily.

Science, history 
of gems taught in 
geology class

On a campus where diamonds seem 
to be the center of attention, it makes 
sense that there is a class to study 
such gemstones. 

Gemology will be a three-credit 
class winter semester on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays from 7 p.m. to 8:15 
p.m. The class, Geology 355, will be 
taught by retired geology professor 
Revell Phillips. The registration index 
number is 8034. 

The class will mark the first time in 
more than a year that Gemology has 
been offered. The last time it was 
taught, students could take the class 
for either honors or geology credit. 
The honors section was called “The 
Science and Romance of Gemstones.” 

The class has two parts: science and 
history. 

The science segment includes a 
study of the physical properties of 
gems, precious metals and minerals; 
their crystal structure; and the various 
geological environments in which 
they form. 

The second half of the class traces 
the development of precious things 
like porcelains and jewelry through 
history. The tour includes a look at the 
mineral pigment paints medieval 
artists used and the French enameling 
process known as cloisonne. 

“It’s not a rock-hounding class,” 
Phillips said. “It’s a class for people 
who are serious about minerals.” 

But Phillips expects many will audit 
the class for the experience. The class 
expands students’ vocabulary, making 
them culturally literate in terms of 
gems, jewelry and precious metals, he 
said. 

“Pretty minerals have always fasci- 
nated me, (as) they have a lot of peo- 
ple,’ Phillips said.

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Indentured Y students 
need a tuition reprieve 


or the past 19 years, Utah universities and colleges have seen a steady 
j tuition increase at twice the rate of inflation, draining the pocketbooks of 
i each student and leaving them with an average debt ranging from $2,300 
‘to $8,000 upon graduation. 

; Finally students at public institutions may get a one-year reprieve from this 
ringing, uphill strangulation. Private institutions should follow. 

Cecelia Foxley, Utah commissioner of higher education, said Oct. 25 that her 
office would urge the Board of Regents to approve a 1996-97 operating budget 
that will keep tuition at status quo. 

i It’s about time. 

i If approved, the budget will at last allow students a rest from the 6 percent 
(about 5 percent at BYU) increase in tuition each year. 

“The underlying issue is that we’re beginning to price otherwise prepared stu- 
‘dents out of an education,” said Dave Butterfield, the USU student body presi- 
‘dent and chairman of the Council of Student Body Presidents’ in a March 22 
‘article in the Deseret News. 

‘ Continually increasing prices may be barring potential Einsteins from enter- 
‘ing, and leaving realized Einsteins with out-of-date textbooks and no money to 
:live on upon graduation. 

' As UVSC President Kerry Romesburg said, “We have a whole group of 
‘indentured people coming out of our institution.” 

- If such a sought-after budget passes, private universities such as BYU should 
‘do likewise. 

_ Although LDS students at BYU have as much as two-thirds of their education 
-sabsidized by the university’s sponsoring church, increasing tuition costs 
Pic them as well. Other universities and colleges in Utah are subsidized by

ever our sister institutions make a move, it’s like three kids in a bed. When one 
rolls over, the others are affected.” 

However, BYU should reflect more than a mere indirect effect. All students 
‘need the reprieve. BYU has diligently followed Utah public universities in their 
_tuition hikes — they should also follow them when tuition plateaus. 

The reason is obvious. Seventy percent of college dropouts cite financial hard- 
_ship as the cause. These students are being denied their opportunity to “Enter to 
-learn, go forth to serve.” But if tuition is left the same, even for a year, it will at 
‘least mark a beginning. 

BYU and other private institutions should emulate the example being set by 
“public universities and allow students a chance to learn without financial reper- 
¢ussions beyond their abilities to repay.

In what: Well, for example, there are 
those who are unwilling to acknowledge the 4.5 billion year 
antiquity of the earth and the antiquity of human civilization

Shouldn’t we all embrace the faith that discovering and 
wrestling with the truth in history, science, the humanities, 
etc., even when it might be inconvenient and troubling for a 
time, is part of the mission “to assist individuals in their 
quest for perfection and eternal life?” I hear support for this 
in the consensus among the Board of Trustees. 

I believe we must affirm our allegiance to truth, not to 
expedience or pragmatism. If, in the process of worrying

Watson. The beautiful and talented 
Valerie Leonard plays the innocent, 
disturbed daughter, Irene St. Claire.

Elder Asay is an experienced Church 
worker and a former university professor.

Speakers included 
Arnold Green, a BYU professor of 
history, who spoke on “What the 
Mormons think about the Jews,” Joel 
Shapiro, a local businessman and 

‘prominent local Jewish resident, 
spoke on “What Jews think about 
Mormons.” 


Local veterans gather 
to honor, remember 
sacrifices made in war

A group of 50 veterans and commu- 
nity members gathered at the Eldred 
Center in downtown Provo Saturday 
to pay tribute to America’s veterans. 

The veterans, who were members of 
the American Legion, Disabled 
American Veterans, and other similar 
groups, gathered to participate in a 


flag raising ceremony, hear some brief . 


remarks, and witness a 21-gun salute 
to honor those who gave their lives in 
defense of their country. 

- “Tt is a real shame that America has 
forgotten what these men and women 
gave for freedom,” said Wayne 
Spence, commander of the 
Mendenhall American Legion Post. 
“The commercial world has not for- 
gotten. They all have their veteran’s 
day sales, but if you ask them to 
donate any of their profits from these 
sales to veterans groups, they’re not 
interested.” 

Many of those who spoke or partici- 
pated in the ceremonies were con- 
cerned about what they see as a lack 
of understanding or interest in what is 
happening in our country, and espe- 
cially about the sacrifices that have 
been made to ensure our current free- 
doms. 

“T really wish something would 
spark our children and our children’s 
children to remember what has hap- 
pened,” said Thayne Brower, director 
of the Eldred Center. 

Following the program, individuals 
were invited to come forward to intro- 
duce themselves and to share their 
thoughts and feelings. Reed Black, a 
World War II veteran spoke on the 
special support of the Korean and 
Vietnam veterans. 

“When we went over there, we 
knew what we had to do — get the 
guy with the little black moustache — 
and then we could come home,” 
Black said. 

Another important issue to the veter- 
an’s associations is the current legisla- 
tion that faces the Senate regarding 
the burning of the American flag. 
Spence said the signatures of 16 more 
senators are all that is lacking to get 
that bill passed, and he encouraged 
listeners to write their representatives 
in support of the bill. 

Clay Conn, the featured speaker at 
the flag ceremony, spoke of the types 
of conflict the military has had to 
face. 

“We have been asked to fight and 
die for varied, different goals,” Conn 
said. “We have been short on sup- 
plies, fuel, and ammunition, and we 
have fought some very unpopular 
wars — but we have fought them. 

’ Freedom is more important today than 
ever before.” 


Green said Judaism doesn’t empha- 
size theology, whereas Mormonism 
does. He said Jews have an indepen- 
dent covenant and relationship to 
‘God. Most Jews like this viewpoint 
because they don’t feel a need to con- 
vert to Christianity, and see them- 
selves as defenders of orthodoxy, 
Green said. 

Green also said universalism influ- 
ences how LDS people view them- 
selves. He based his comments on a 
book written by Spencer Palmer titled 
“The Expanding Church,” which 
emphasized the importance of the 
1978 declaration by LDS prophet 
Spencer W. Kimball that all worthy 
LDS men were to receive the priest- 
hood. 

“The Expanding Church” down- 
played the importance of lineage, 
Green said, and allegiance shifted 
from the descendants of Abraham to 
descendants of Adam. 

This view supports why the LDS 
church is expanding throughout the 
world without prejudice, assuming 
that all people are descendants of 
Adam. 

“When you have three Jews, you

have three opinions. When you have 
five Mormons you have one and a 
half opinions,” Green said, illustrating 
LDS members are less comfortable 
with diversity than Jews. 

Rabin’s assassination will deter the 
peace process, said Shapiro, a native - 
born Utahn and business entrepreneur. 
Shapiro said Israelis will speak out, 
but they don’t always support their 
leaders because the Jewish tradition is 
to question and fight authority. 

Nano Podolsky, president of the 
United Jewish Federation of Utah and 
a resident of Salt Lake City for 23 
years, supported Green’s quip when 
she said Jewish children are taught in 
the home to challenge, argue and 
think for themselves. 

The handful of Jewish children in 
Utah are often the only Jews in their 
school and are sent to other states 
through various Jewish youth clubs to 


meet other Jewish people. 

Podolsky said in Utah, Jewish chil- 
dren are-often excluded from parties 
in neighborhoods that have a domi- 
nant LDS influence, but the Jewish 
children deal with it and it makes 
them stronger. 

Podolsky said she appreciated the 
LDS practice of children not dating 
until they were 16 because it took the 
pressure off of Jewish children, par- 
ticularly girls who “become stronger” 
and have more time to develop their 
own identity. 

Podolsky voiced her desire to devel- 
op a strong Jewish community spirit 
in Utah. However, she also expressed 
a desire to be included as a member 
of society dominated by LDS people. 
Podolsky said she would like her 
Mormon friends to visit her out of 
friendship rather than for gaining “fel- 
lowshipping” points.
